THE COUNTERFEITERS, 


How They Came to Hold Cabi- 
net Councils with 
Folger. 


The Operations of Felker and 
Brockway to Save Doyle 
from Joliet. 


They Threatened to Take Their 
Plate to Samuel J. Tilden, 
and Folger Weakened. 


Exact Description of the Plate 
Which Folger Had Ex- 
perts Examine. 


How Lead-Foil Sheets Were Obtained 
from the Government Printers— 
Treat and Hale. 


Brockway to Go Free Today—Leake in 
Danger of Losing His Office. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WAsninorTon, O. C., June 54.—A great many 
statements have been published relative to the 
stoien bond-plate. It is believed that the fol- 
lowing is a connected, acvurate history of many 
of the steps which have been taken in the mat- 
ter to this time. It was not until about the Ist 
of May that Samuel Felker, of Chicago, made 
known to any one connected with the Govern- 
ment that it was possibie for him, on bebalf of 
Doyie, to surrender an original transfer plate 
of the $1,0006 per cent bonds of the issue of 
1881. About that time Felker, who bad deen 
here at intervals since November, asked a United 
States official tne following question: “ What 


would the Government do in the case of Doyle“ 


if any of Doyle's friends should present the 
original plate from which the bonds captured 
upon him were printed?" The answer was that 
such a contingency could not arise, as the plate 
had been surrendered by Brockway, and was in 
the possession of the Government. “ But,“ sug- 
gested Felker, 

“ SUPPOSING 
such a plate could be presented, could Doyle’s 
case be continued?’ The official answered 
that he should think it most certain- 
ly could. That night Felker left for New 
York. The next morning Mr. Felker appeared 
at a certain business office in Jersey City. 
and went to the cashier. The latter said: We 
cannot attend to your case today.” Felker 
turned upon bis beel. Ashe was leaving the 
dodr the colored porter said: “Did you intend 
to leave that plate? Felker turned, and upon 
a table sawa package. He took it. It was the 
transfer plate which has caused all the recent 
seosaticns, and which is likeiy to create a good 
deal more stir in the country before all the ro- 
sults of this clever piece of detective work are 
known. The next chapter in this curious case 
opens 

AT INDIANAPOLIS. 
There the plate wasexamined by a United States 
Official, who was startied at the genuine char- 
acter of the plate. An official of the Secret 
Service was sent for, but he did not arrive in 
time to examine . The plate was brought to 
Washington. An appointment was made with 
the Secretary of the Treasury in regard to it, 
and Mr. Farwell, of Chicago, and ohn C. New, 
of Indiana, were to Introduce the subject to that 
oficial. Mr. Farwell and Mr. New called upon 
the Secretary, Felxer remaining in an ante- room. 
Judge Folger listened to the story, and very 
promptly said he could have nothing to do with 
it, that be would not continue Doyie’s case, and 
that such piates were always turning up at such 
atime. The two gentlemen returned to the 
ante-room where Felker was sitting, and in- 
formed him that they had been unsuccessful— 
that the Secretary 
WOULD NOT EVEN LISTEN - 
to any proposition of the kind, and that he had 
even threatened that, if Felker had a plate, he 
would secure his arrest. Felker wrapped up his 
plate and started for the corridor, remark- 
ing that be had always been a Re- 
publican and had been patriotic, and 
that he did not think that that was proper treat- 
ment. He thought he knew where there were 
parties who would be able to make use of the 
information he had if it was not wanted at the 
Treasury, and that Sam Tilden, Abram 8. Hew- 
itt, and Sam Randall would not treat the plate 
with so much disdain. Mr. Farwell came out in 
the corridor, suggested that Feiker keep quiet 
for a day or two, and an interview would un- 
doubtedly be secured. Meanwhile 
FARWELL URGED FELKER TO BE PATRIOTIC, 
to do as any good citizen would, and to try and 
uncover the rascaiities, and, if be succeeded, as 
it seemed probable that he would, it would be 
the greatest piece of detective work on record. 
Felker suggested that he had secured the plate 
only on condition that it should be used 
IN DOYLE’S INTEREST, 
and that he would bave to stand by the condi- 
tions. Soon after that, two gentiemen well 
known to Judge Folger, and known to Felker, 
called at the Treasury Department and bad a 
secret interview. It is known that Secretary 
Folger’s views of the importance of 
seeing Felker were rapidly changed; that 
be was startled by the story that 
was told him, and he requested to see Felker 
that very evening. The appointment was made, 
and the man whom the Secretary a few hours 
before had declined to see, and whom he threat- 
ened with arrest, stood at the door. 
THE MEETING 
is described by those who should know,as pecul- 
jar. For some time the Secretary eyed Felker, 
and Felker returned his inquiring look. Finally 
tee Secretary said: “Iam glad to see you, Mr. 
Fetker,”’ and Feiker returned the compliment, 
and added: I am not so muchof a tramp, per- 
haps, Mr. Secretary, as you have supposed. I 
have mot been altogether successful in my intro- 
dyction to you, but I have some letters from 
gentlemen in Chicago of standing, some of whom 
you know, which will perhaps entitle me to a 
fair bearing —and Felker drew from his pocket 
a bundle of letters, which, despite the care with 
which they were evidently preserved, showed 
SIGNS OF WEAR. 

The letters all indorsed Feiker’s skill as a de- 
tective officer, vouched for his integrity, certi- 
fied to the long acquaintance of the writers with 
him, and were such letters as any one would 
be glad to present to a stranger as 
a pleasant introduction. Among them were let- 
ters from Mayor Carter Harrison, District-At- 
torney Mills, Sheriff O. L. Manh, L. L. Boad, and 
many others. There were also copies of letters 
on file in the appointment-room of an earlier 
date recommending the appointment of Felker 
as Chief’ of the Secret Service. Among them was 
one frour Gen. Logan, who stated that he con- 
sidered Folker the best detective in the United 
States, and there were similar ones from J. D. 
Ward and others. Secretary Foiger said:

: CHOAKERs 
The quadrennial Republican croaker Is as 


busy as a bee. It is the “off year in poli- 
ties: the Republican party is in power, and 
the industrious, loquacious eroaker sees an 
enemy im every bush, and scents him in 
every breeze. While the Chinese difficulty 
lasted the croaker was happy; for were not 
the Pacific States lost irretrievably to the Re- 
publican party? That difficulty was no 
sooner tided over than troubles began to 
multiply. There is trouble in Ohio, trouble 
in Indiana, trouble in Pennsylvania, trouble 
in New York, exclaims the lugubrious 
droaker. The license question will defeat us 
in Ohio, he proceeds; the boss business will 
crush us in Pennsyivania, he adds; and con- 
cludes with a groan that the quarrels of the 
rival besses of New York will smash us into 
little bits of pieces in that State. 

Dry your eyes, Mr. Croaker; calm yourself, 
and take eounsel of common sense rather 
than of fear. The Republican party is not a 
weakling to be drowned out of existence by 
a shower. It has weathered terrible storms, 
and still come gayly into port under a great 
head of steam, with alisails set and filled and 
the old flug flying. 

To those who think differences of opinion 
among Republicans ov minor points portend 
the destruction of the Republican party we 
suggest a consideration of the situation in 1872. 
and in 1876, and in 1880. In the opinion of the 
fraternity of croakers in 1872 the Republican 
party was doomed because it nominated 
Grant; and in 1876 because it didn’t nom- 
inate Biaine, or Morton, or Conkling; and 
in 1880 because it wouldn’t give a third term 
of the Presidency to Grant. 

The Repubdlicau party isn’t made of glass 
to be shivered into atoms because sotne sore- 
head or some boss drops it or throws it away 
in a passion. It is a magnificent orgdniza- 
tiom of men who love their country first and 
their party next, because it has stoed by the 
country in its hour of need and been the sure 
bulwark of its defense in many desperate 
straits. The Republican party is a sacred 
thing to the masses of men who cow- 
pose it, so long as it reflects their best 
sentiments and records their wishes on the 
conduct of the Government. Nor are they 
inclined to judge their party py the acts of 
men who seek to use it for personal or fac- 
tional purposes. Neither do they tremble 
with terror lest an insignificant minority of 
their party shall succeed in wresting its con- 
trol from the hands of the majority. When 
a boss threatens to quit the party unless he 
is permitted to rule it, they say simply: Go; 
good-by ; we shall be pleased to welcome you 
home agair when you come to your senses.“ 
When a boss seizes possession of the Repub- 
lican party machinery and undertakes to 
run it for hisown personal benefit the dis- 
interested masses of the party say: You 
have stolen our machinery; very well, what 
will you do with it without our votes? You 
may keep the machivery and we will keep 
our votes. Republicans are not fools to 
have their own cards “ stocked” against 
them. If the game is not to bea fair one 
they simply refuse to play, and when they 
are out of the game there is nothing to be 
won by anybody. Under these circum- 
stances the bosses Whisper to their hench- 
men: “We may as well quit; the game’s 
up! 

The Republicans who call themselves S‘al- 
warts and are trying to undo the work dove 
atthe Republican Convention of 1880 will 
have their labor for their pains. The Repub- 
lican party takes no step backward; it does 
not retreat; it advances. If in going ahead 
new it is necessary to trample on some 
would-be bosses it will not hesitate to do so; 
not gingerly and tenderly, but resolutely and 
with a heavy tread. Let the respousibility 
rest where it belongs, upon those who would 
interfere with the spirit of progress which 
animates and controls the Republican party. 

There is no occasion for indulgence in 
croaking. It is a good time for differences 
of opinion. It is a good time to attempt to 
restore bossism. If the masses of the Re- 
publican party are sorry that they ruled out 
the bosses two years ago, they will doubi- 
less welcome them back and bow tneir necks 
tothe yoke. If they are not sorry they will 
prove it by their acts, and the bosses will 
fall into the ranks and train as high privates.

TEMPERANCE BLU ADERING. 

We called a‘tention the other day to the 
fact that no progress has ever been made in 
the way of temperance reform by means of 
vrohibitory legislanon. The law even in 
Maine has ceased to be anything but a cover 
for hypocrisy. It has not prohibited the 
use of liquor, it has not for years prohibited 
its sale, and at this time there is a growing 
and prevailing public Sentiment against even 
any attempt to enfotce the law. A recent 
jetter from that State says that at Bangor 
and Portland barrooms are as public and the 
sale of liquor no more disguised than at 
Boston. a 

The Prohivitionists in Ohio thirty years 
ago placed in the Constitution of that State 
a peremptory prohibition upon there ever 
being issued by law in that State a license or 
authority to sell liquor in any form. It did 
not prohibit the manufacture, or sale, or use; 
it simply prohibited the licensing of the sale. 
For thirty years the State of Uhio has been a 
free field for the unlimited and untaxed sale 
of whisky and other intoxicating beverages. 
During these thirty years, protected under 
the Prohivitory law, it has been lawful for 
any man or woman to open a saloon and sell 
liquor without having to pay a penny to the 
State, county, city, or townin the way of a 
license fee. The State is now much larger 
than it Was thirty years ago, and the num- 
ber of salvons has considerably increased in 
that time; nevertheless itis a safe estimate 
that had the State permitted licenses to be 
issued upon payment of a liberal license fee 
the number of saloons would be much less 
than it is, and that the revenue paid to the 
State would have averaged at least $1,000,000 
a year during the thirty years. Ohio has 
had, through the efforts of the Prohibition- 
ists. an unlimited flow of whisky; an un- 
limited establisnment of saloons,’ but has 
not bad one dollar of revenue from the sale 
of liquor. ore 

The people of Indiana have been troubled 
on this liquor question for some years, and 
at the last session of the ure of that 
State both parties an amendment

adoption will be the repeal of all the present 
laws fmposing license taxes, thus making 
the sale of liquor in Indiana as free as it is 
m Onio, and depriving the people of the 
means of regulating and controlling the traf- 
fie by requiring such rates for license as 
would check the number of saloons. The 
entire revenue now collected in the State 
from liquor ficenses will be lost and the 
traffic be extended and made free, Instead 
of Indiana becoming a temperance State, it 
will be converted into one general saloon, 
where a barroom may be opened at every 
eross-roads and at every street corner. 

It is possible that under this a nendment 
the Legislature of Indiana may enact a law, 
having proper penalties, for che suppression 
of the sale of liquor, but such a law will re- 
quire a majority of both Liouses of the Legis- 
lature and the approval of the Governor. The 
law, moreover, will be liable to repeal at any 
time. The direct effect of the adoption of the 
amendment by the people will be the aboll- 
uon of the license laws, and placing the lig- 
nor traffic of Indiana exactly in the condi- 
on that it is now in Ohio by the se-called 
prohibition clause in Ohio's Constitution. 
This will make the prohibition quesuon a 
permanent one in Indiana, and one entering 
into every political canvass, The reénactment 
or the repeal of the law will alternately hap- 
pen every session, wid in the meantiine the 
State will be a free whisky-shov, or one 
where, under the pretense of temperance, 
whisky will be sold through a side door in- 
stead of a front one. 

The peopie of Ohio are just now embar- 
rassed by too much Constitution. A little 
more ora little less would be Setter, but at 
present the hands of the people and of the 
Legislature are so tied that they cannot ex- 
tricate themselves. They nave prohivition, 
but it is a prohibi jon that does not prohioit, 
and is one whieh encourages and fosters the 
sale and consumption of whisky, but actual- 
ly exempts che trale from taxation. The 
peopie of Indiana are hurry ag on to place 
themselves in the same perplexing condition. 
Commou safety ffom present and future 
tribulations and trials suggests that the con- 
stitutional amendinent be voted down, ‘and 
that he Constitution be let alone, untlukered 
and untorn.

THE TAX ON HOSIERY. 

In the tariff act there are two clauses im- 
posing taxes on imports which read as fol- 
lows: 

1. Clothing, ready made, and wearing apparel 
of every descripuon, and baiwmoral skirts and 
Skirt and goods of simitar description or 
used fer like purposes, cumposed wholly or in 
| part of wuoi, worsted, the hair of the Alpaca 
Font. or other like anima made up or manu- 
fuctured whyily or in part by the tailor or seam- 
stress, or manufacturer, except Kait goods, 30 
cents per pound, and in addition thereto % per 
cent ad vawrem. 

2. Clothing, ready made, and wearing apparel 
of every deavcripuon, of whatever material com- 
posed, except won, silk, and linen, made up or 
munufactured wholly or in part by the tailor, 
seamstreas, or manufacturer, not otherwise pro- 
vided for: gioves, | ins, mitts, socks, Stock- 
ings, wove shirts and drawers. and all „um lar 
articles made ou frames of Whatever material 
composed, except silk «ano linen, woru by men, 
women, or chiidren, and not otherwise provided 
for; articles worn Ly men. women, or children, 
of whatever material composed, except siik and 
linen, made up or made whwily or in part by 
band, not otherwise provided fur, 3 per centum 
ad vawrem. 

These two sections as they stand conflict. 
Under the first ali those goods made of wool, 
worsted, silk, and linen pay a duty tax of 50 
cents per pound and 40 per cent ad valorem, 
which is equal to a tax of 70 cents on each 
dollar’s worth of goods. 

In preparing this second section the tariff- 
makers by accident, it is said, omitted to in- 
sert the word “wool” in two places before 
the word silk.“ This omission admitted 
knit goods—shirts, drawers, ete.—of wool 
at 35 per centad valorem. The greater duty 
was paid for many years, and was then re- 
sisted. The importers appealed to the courts, 
and the Supreme Court has in twice-repeated 
decisions declared that under the law as it 
reads worsted and wooien goods, especially 
hosiery and underwear, shall be taxed only 
35 per cent. 

The tariff jobbers at Washington have got 
up a “special” bill to except the woolen 
goods from this decision, and again fixing 
the duty tax at what is equal to 70 per cent. 

There are certain gentiemen in Congress 
who are willing to swear that if the tax on 
hosiery be not immediately increased from 
W to o per cent all the hosiery milis in the 
United States will close their doors. A Sen- 
atur from New Hampshire is on record as 
declaring that unless Congress shall by law 
reverse the decision of the Supreme Court 
the hosiery mills of his State will have to 
close their business or move off bodily to 
Canada.

A VERY VIGOROUS SICK MAN. 

The Sultan ot Turkey may be the Siek 
Man of Europe, as Europeans are ond of 
calling him, but his illness is not sufficiently 
grave to prevent his gétting the start of the 
diplomats of the other Powers, who are in 
very robust healih. From the time of the 
signing of the Berlin Treaty, the Sick Man 
has worked his own will at his own pleasure 
with the Powers of Europe, through his 
superior craft and his genius of procrasti- 
nation, though they bad categorically defined 
his duties and limited the time in which he 
was to perform them. In those which he 
has satished, he has not complied with the 
letter of the law, and many important ones 
are not yet touched, though the time has 
iong expired within which they were to be 
com pleted, 

In his treatment of the Egyptian question 
he has manifested more than his usual vigor 
and acuteness, which he was all the better 
enabled to do because he has actual rights 
in Egypt while England and France have 
only pretensions. The two latter Powers 
made a botch of it at the very beginning. 
The situation was simply this: The com- 
mander of the army, Arabi Bey, had seized 
upon the Government and compelled the 
Khedive to disregard the order of France 
and England for his removal. They sent 
their war vessels to Alexandria to effect his 
removal by force and reéstablish the status 
quo, and there they remain and have re 
mained because they cannot perform the 
work for which they were sent. The protest 
of the Porte against the expedition was one 
of the most courteous and yet cne of the 
most convincing papers that Turkish diplo- 
macy has ever inspired. It says: 


if on the one band the expedition undertaken 
by France and Engiand is intended tor the pro- 
tection of the interests of their subjects, un the 
other Egypt forms part of the Ottoman Eupire.

The protest was unanswerable. Neither 
France nor England attempted to answer it, 
but backed syuarely down from a foree poli- 
cy and proposed a conference at Copstantino- 
ple of. the European Powers. But what 
could a conference do until order was re- 
stored in Egypt, and what could it do in any 
event except to help the Sultan maintain the 
rights of the Khedive—in case the Sultan 
wished for help? The sovereignty of Egypt 
is a fact that must be recognized first, and 
England ana Frapce proceeded without its 
recognition. They had not even given Tur- 
key time to assert her authority or restore 
the authority of the Khedive. And, most 
absurd of all, they propose a conference 
while Arabi Bey is in full control, in des- 
ance of their orders, and is strengthening his 
defenses under the very guns of their war- 
ships. ' 

Meanwhile the Sick Man was again equal 
to the emergency. While the Powers were 
communicating with each other about a con- 
ference, he had actea in his capacity as sov- 
ereign of Egypt, appointed his commission 
and dispatched it thither f eifeet a reconeil- 
iation between Arabi Bey and the Khedive 
and restore order, and coolly notified Eu- 
gland and France that a conference was un- 
necessary, as he was able to take care of the 
situation and reéstablish the old eondition of 
things. But will it be the old condition of 
things? Ef the two Powers concede the 
right of the Sultan to send his troops to Egypt 
to maintain order, they eoncede his absolute 
sovereignty over Egypt and his right to re 
main there if he ig so disposed. As he will 
go into Egypt on good terms with Arabi 
Bey and his soldiery, it is not very likely 
that he wil) be ina hurry about gom out 
again, and since France and Egypt ac 
knowledge his sovereignty, what right have 
they to insist uvon his going out? He is now 
little more than the nominal sovereign, but 
under bis treaties in a eontingency like the 
present he will become the actual sovereign 
instead of the Khedive, and what then be- 
comes ofthe English and French control ? 
England and France cannot invade the 
rights of Turkey as they do those of Egypt, 
to satisfy the claims of bondholders, with- 
out running the risk of a European war. 
The Sick Man apparently is not so sick as

CONKLING’S LAT TRIBULATION. 

Mr. Conkling seems to be mainly engaged 
just now in an effort to prove that after be 
resigned his seat in the United States Sen- 
ate he did not become a candidate for re- 
election of his own motion, but yielded to the 
importunities of friends. He has procured 
from some of his friends, and caused to be 
published in the New York Herald, several 
letters designed to establish this view of the 
case. . 
It is very natural that men like Senator 
John P. Jones, one of Conkling’s intimates, 
ex-Senator Piatt, who was Conkiing’s asso- 
ciate in the resignation farce, Smyth and 
French, two of bis most faithful henchmen, 
and others of the same class should have 
urged Mr. Conkling to become a candidate. 
They were probably aware that they would 
jose favor in his eyes it they failed to 
take this course. It is not unlikely 
that Gen. Sharpe, who was a teading 
man in the faction which Conkling 
ruled, joimed in the general sentiment ata 
couference of friends at which Conkling was 
present. To do otherwise would have made 
it necessary for him to draw out of the con- 
ference and take his place among Conkling’s 
opponents, which he was not then prepared 
to do, and whieh he did not do, as he says, 
until he became convinced that a bargain 
had been made whereby Conkling was to be 
reélected by the aid of the monopolists along 
with a special @presentative of their inter- 
ests.

Moteover, had Conkling 
been in earnest, the solicitations of friends 
would not have moved him. He is not the 
sort of man to sacrifice personal feelings 
eitner for the assured good of his party or to 
accommodate his friends. When Messrs. 
Jones, Smyth, Platt, French, Payn, and 
other coworkers with Conkling testify that 
they urged him to become a candidate for 
reélecuon, their testimouy is tantamount to 
an admission that they tuok that course be- 
cause they knew he desired reélection more 
than anything else on earth. 

But there is another view of this Conkling 
coutroversy which will de shared by the ma- 
jority of people everywhere. It isa mat- 
ter of the very smallest consequence now 
whether Mr. Conkling desired reélection or 
not. There might be some consolation for 
his wounded vanity if he could think that 
people gtuerally credit him with having been 
urged into an unsuccessful struggle against 
his wishes; but his own conduct during the 
struggle precludes the acceptance of any such 
theory. Beyond this the country isnotto be 
stirred by any hew controversy over the sub- 
ject, except that the suggestion made by Gen. 
Sharpe that a corrupt bargain was hatched 
to secure Conkling’s reélection when his 
case had become desperate adds to the degr7 
dation of Conkling’s position before +

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Tux completion of the great St. Gothard 
Tunnel through the Alpe was celebrated last 
mouth by Switzerland, Italy, and Germany with 
brilliant ceremonies. It wus begun eleven years 
ago, and, though the beadings of the principal 
tuunel met in February, 1880, it has required 
more than two years to complete the work 80 
that ordinary traffic can proceed from the Swiss 
to the Italian side of the mountaivs. The origi- 
nal capital was $20,400,000, but the work is under- 
stood to have cost $36,000,000. Altogether, 4,000 
workmen have been engaged in its construction, 
and although it is a mile and tbree-quarte 
longer than the Mont Cenis tunnel it was 
strucied in less time. The London Standard 
gives the following description of the main por- 
tion of the work: 

The most striking fruit of their toil is a tunnel 
of nine miles and 466 yards, of a maximum 
width of twenty-six feet three inches, anda 
hight to the crown ef the arch of nineteen feet 
e gbt inches. At Göschenen the rails are. ac- 
cording to M. Echelston's survey, 3,688 feet above 
the sea, and at Airoio 3,756 feet, or a difference 
of 118 feet between the Swiss and Italian 
ends of the tunnel. which, we may remark, runs 
nearly due south. The well-known Devii's 
Bridge ov the St. Gothard Road, and the western 
boundary of the Village of Andermatt, are 
almost exactiy above it. cuuminuting 
point of the mountain range uouer which 
the tunnel is, run is 9,387 feet above the 
sea. This point 6dccurs at u distance of four and 
three-tourtbe miles frum the Göschenen and 
is 4.000 feet above the level of the rails. The 
gradient of the tunnel changes from an ascept 
to a descent at a distance of 437 yards to 
north of the centre, the gradient on the Swiss 
side being at the rate of one io 171.82. After- 
wards there is a fall at the rute of one in 2,600 
for about toree-eightbs of the distance, and one 
in 500 for the remaining tive-eighths of the 
course from the central change to tae Airalo 
end. The great tunnel is, bowever, only one of 
several, there being. in the twenty miles of 
whicb the line thruugh the muuntain cbain con- 
sists, several smaller ones three or four miles 
kong, as well as many galleries and bridge-like 
cui tings. 


SOMETHING like an unseemly squabble has 
ariseo over a proposition to have the remains 
of Thomas Jefferson removed from Monticello 
to Glenwood Cemetery, Wasbington. The prop- 
osition was made by Mrs. Meckiecham, Jeffer- 
son's granddaughter, that if the cemetery 
company would couvyey a suitable lot to the 
United States she would bave the remains re- 
moved, as Monticello bas passed out of the 
hands of the family. Mr. Jefferson M. Levy, the 
owner of Monticello, protests agaifist the re- 
moval, and declares that though it has been out 
of the family’s bands for fifty years no objec- 
tion bas been made until now, and that the 
effort to get the remains removed is a specuia- 
tion on the part ot the cemetery company. As 
to the burial-place, he says: 

The spot where Jefferson was buried was se- 
lected by bimseif. and there are peculiar reasons 
why bis wishes should be respected. W ben Jef- 
ferson and Dabney Carr were young men they 
made an agreement that whichever of them 
should die tiret should be buried by the survivor 
under a certam oak tree at Monticello, which 
was a favorit with them both. Dabney Carr 
died in France in the time of the Revolutionary 
War. and after the war wasover Jefferson, in 
accordance witb his agreement, bad the body of 
Carr brought to this country and buried under 
the ounk. Wen Jefferson died de expressed in 
bis will his desire to be buried in the same 
seciuded spot beside his friend. He also left 
directions as to the monument to de erected 
over bim. His wife and ehildren were buried in 
the same pilot of gronnd.

The Cannon amendment provides that Na- 
tional banks now organized or hereafter or- 
ganized, having a capital of $150,000 or less, 
shail not be required to keep on deposit with the 
Treasurer of the United States bonds in excess 
of $10,000 as security for their circulating notes. 
This amendment is a part of the Bank bill as it 
passed the house of Representatives, and, if it 
should become law in its present shape, a new 
bank would net be required to deposit more 
than $10,000 as security for its circulating 
notes, which inthat case would amount to only 
$9.000. The old bunks would likewise bave the 
privilege of reducing their circulation and de- 
posit of bonds to the same amount. Of course 
it is to be understood that this provisios appiies 
ouly to circulation, and the provisions im regard 
to capital, surplus, igvestments, etc., would re- 
main as they are now.

MADRID, June 5.—The Herald special says: A 
mecting of the Society for the Abolition of 
Slavery was held last night. It lasted until mid- 
night. The orators belonged to the Democratic, 
Republican, and Creole Autonomist groups in 
Congress. Many influential independent Lib- 
erais were also present. The meeting denounced 
the abuses and iil- treatment of the negroes, the 
corporal punishment inflicted by the planters ta 
defiance of the decrees of the Council of 
State and of the instructions of the 
home Government, the obstacies put in the way 
of the liberation of the slaves entitled to free- 
dom under the laws of 1870 aud 1880, the re- 
luetance of the Colonial authorities to assist in 
protecting the negroes, and the general inclina- 
tion of Colonial policy to favor

All these grievances were denounced in the 
speeches, especially in those of the Creole Dep- 
uties. The most striking speeches were made 
by Sefior Portuendo and Senor Labra.

AN APPALLING CONDITION OF THINGS.

New York, June 6.—The examination into the 
affairs of the Unsectarian Home iu this city, 
whieh was under the charge of William KR.

DR. JOHN FRANKLIN GRAY, 
Spectal Dfepdtch to Tre Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 5.—Dr. Jobo Franklin Gray, 
the first physician in America who was convert- 
ed to the medical system of Hahnemann, died 
this afternoon at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, after 
being ill for more u three weeks. He was 
born in Sherbourne, N. I., Sept. 23, 1904, and 
was the fourth of ve sons of John Gray, the 
first settler in the Town of Sherbourne. Soon 
after his marriage Dr. Gray learned of Hahne- 
mann’s medical theories through Hans B. Gram, 
a Danish doctor, who was born in Boston of 
Danish parents, and educated in Denmark. He 
heard Dr. Gram lecture. but 

WAS NOT CONVINCED. 
He then reluctantly consented to let Dr. Grau 
treat one of his patients, whose case bad resisted 
bis own skill. Dr. Gram bad remarkable success, 
not only with that patient but with others, and 
Dr. Gray was converted to bomeopathy. He an- 
nounced his icteution to practice according to 
that system openly, and In consequence lost his 
profitable practice and all his professional! 
friends. Dr. Gray was the first to propose the 
formation of a nadonal society of homeopath- 
ists, and in 1844 the American Institute of 
Homeopathy was organized.

The property-owners in Seventh ave- 
nue had secured an injunction against the road 
in that street, and ata late bour on Saturday 
afternoon, May 6, papers dissolving the injunc- 
tion were filed in the County Clerk's office, It is 
alleged that Judge Pratt seut the papers to be 
filed early in the day, but they were 

KEPT IN THE POCKET OF THE COUNSEL 
of the company until alate hour. Then, in or- 
der to do the work before another injunction 
could be secured, the men and materials were 
ordered to be io readiness, and before daybreak 
on Sunday morning, May 7, the work of laying 
the rails was begun, anc went forward so far 
during the day that it could not be stopped by 
legal proceedings on Monday. The action of 
Mr. Richardson provoked much unfayorabie 
comment among churcbh-going people who saw 
or learned of the Sunday desecration, and at a 
meeting of a number of the representatives of 
the Sunday-sechools of the city a resolution was 
adopted stigmatizing the church which would 
keep a member who tbus disregarded the day as 
a “ foul disgrace to a Christian sect.”

Epping Forest. 

On May 6 ‘the 5,600 acres of land to the north- 
east of London, known as Epping Forest, was 
declared free to the pubiic. The value of this 
immense tract of land, from a scieutitic point of 
view, lies, says Nature, in its wildness. By far 
the greater portion is primitive woodland, which 
has been but littte interfered with by man in 
comparison with the beaths and commons to the 
north, west, and south of London. Such an ex- 
panse requires little in the way of“ iarprove- 
ment.” The requirements of the ordinary holi- 
day- maker and of the field naturalist are in this 
case identical. To be able to roam through 
many miles of wild forest is as truly a pleasure 
and novelty to the former as it is a necessity to 
the latter. 

But in addition to the forest proper there are 
open spaces amounting to more than 2,000 acres, 
and the best mode of improving these is now 
under discussion. One of the most unique 
suggestions thus far made was that of Mr. Alfred 
R. Wallace in a recent number of the Fortnight- 
ly Remew. After providing for playgrounds, 
etc., Mr. Wallace would ptant these spaces in 
such a way as to give a fair representation of 
typical landscapes in various parts of the 
world. Thus, for instance, by planting a section 
with bickories, sassafras, liquidamber, mapies, 
oaks, rbododendroos, catalpas, magnolias, lo- 
custs, tulip trees, butternut, baid cypress, 
Virginia - creeper, bemlock, spruce, kulmias. 
and other American trees shrubs, 
he would produce a North American 
landscape. So again, by the use of the 
Catifornia big trees, redwoods, pines, spruces, 
cypresses, silver firs, gigantic arbor-vitezes, and 
other growths found west of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, he would imitute a landscape on the Paciltic 
Slope. In like manner another section could be 
devoted to the trees of Europe and Western 
Asia, including such examples as the nettle tree, 
the red-bud, the flowering #sb, the wild Olive, 
the bop hornbeam, Nordmann’s Kussian silver 
fir, and the picea pinsapo of Spain; another to 
the singular vegetation found on the eastern 
shores of Asia, as the allautus, the sophora, 
cryptomeria, paulownia, the retinosporas, the 
gingko tree, the Chinese arbor vites, the wist- 
aria, and the glyptostrobus; while one landscape 
might be deveust 00 trees and shrubs peculiar to 
the Southern Hemisphere. including such speci- 
mens a8 the Chilian piné, the gum-tree of Aus- 
tralia, the buon pine of Tasmania, the pittos- 
porums of New Zealand, and many charming 
shrubs and climbers from Brazil.

New York to 
Kansas City via all routes, with rebate draft 
for $7.40, with the understanding Mat the trunk 
lines will regular proportions of $32.40 
through to Kansas City, and the

share of the amount of our rebate orders re- 
deemed by them from passengers.

“ Phe House of Mauprat” a Deeided 
Success. 

If the enthusiastic plaudits of a first night 
audience are to be at all considered there is lit- 
tle doubt that The House of Mauprat,“ which 
received its initial production at McVicker’s last 
evening, will prove @ great. success. The per- 
formance was in every respect a satisfactory 
one, and on no previous occasion in this vity, it 
may be said, has a new play been presented with 
auything like the strength of cast that the 
drama written by Messrs. Young and Wilson 
was given last night. No point had been over- 
looked by the management which could con- 
duce to the success of the piece, and se well had 
every detail in this direction been attended to 
that success or failure rested wholly upon the 
literary and dramatic merits of the piece itself. 

“The House of Mauprat is, as its name indi- 
Cates, a story which deais with the feudal days 
of France and the not altogether pleasing class 
of people who flourished at that time. At the 
chateau of Koche-Mauprat reside Jean de Mau- 
prat and his nephew Bernard. Jean has refused 
to accept the new ideas permeating French so- 
ciety (the time is 1785), and has shut himself up 
in bis strongboid with a band of ruttianly ad- 
herents, iving a life of rapine and pillage. He 
has given Bernard no education save that of the 
chase and the fight, and has especially taught 
bim undging batred to another branch of the 
Mauprat family, the head of which, Hubert de 
Moauprat, has accepted the new civiliza- 
tion. The only child of Hubert, a beautiful 
giri named Hdmonde, is seized by two of Jean's 
retainers and ght a prisoner to Roche-Mau- 
prat, where Jean turns ber over to the mercies 
of Bernard. Instead, however, of becoming the 
young man’s victim she fascinates Bernard and 
induces him to connive at her escape, first prom- 
ising that she will belong to no other than bim. 
By this time the retuiners of Hubert de Mauprat 
have learned of their young mistress’ abduction, 
and sucteessfully attack the chateau. Seeing 
that his men are overpowered, an rushes in 
to kill Edmonde, but Bernard intercepts him, and 
in the struggle which ensues flings him into the 
moat, supposing he has killed him. The soldiers 
carry off Bérnardand Fumonde, and on their 
way arrive at the cave of Marcasse, the mole- 
catcher, where they find Hubert, who, fliied with 
gratitude at his dmughter’s deliverance, adopts 
Bernard as his son. 

The scene then changes to the house of Hubert. 
The young peopie fall in love with each other, 
but Mdmonde is obliged to cancel her passion, 
being betrothed to the Marquis de Fronenthal. 
who comes to claim her as his Uride. Sbe takes 
the Marquis to the ruins of Roche-Mauprat, and 
begs to be released from ber contract with him. 


He charges her with loving Bernard, and shows. 


her a challenge which the young man has sent 
him. While she is pleading with bim not to 
accept it Bernard arrives, and insists on tighting 
atonce. By treachery the Marquis secures an 
advantage and is about to maim Bernard in a 
horrible manner, when old Jean shoots him 
dead and appears ou the scene; He then calls 
upon Bernard to resume the lawless life in which 
he was reared, but does not succeed in bis 
design. The gendarmes arrive at this junc- 


ture, and Bernard, hastily concealing his uncle, 


avows bimseif as the murderer of Fronenthal. 

The closing scene is devoted to the trial for 
murder of Bernard, in the midst of which Jean 
again appears, having been captured by the sol- 
diery, and tells the true story of the killing. 
Then, after an impassioned scene in whieh all 
the hatred of his litetime against Hubert is dis- 
played, be snatches a dagger trom the hand of a 
bystander and buries it in bis bosom. Bernard 
is @ t to follow the example of his uncle when 
Edmo interposes, avows her love for him, 
and they are united, 

As above stated, the play was received by the 
large audience present with every manifesta- 
tion of enthusiastic approval, and at the close of 
three of the acts the principal performers 
were called before the ocurtain. At the 
end of the third act there were loud calls for 
the authors of the piece, in response to which 
Messrs. Young and Wilson appeared before the 
curtain. Mr. Young introduced Mr. Wilson to 
the audience, and that gentieman returned the 
thanks of himseif and bis colaborer in a neat 
and brief speech, giving due credit ta Mr. Hill's 
company for the manner in which they had pre- 
sented the drama. 

Of the play itself it may be said that it pos- 
sesses all tue elements which tend to success. 
The language is far above the average in point 
of literary merit, and the situations are remark- 
ably strong and effective. With such 
a compauy as that provided by Mr. Hul 
all the good points of the piece were 
brought out most effectively. The principal 
portion of the work fell upon Messrs: Wheelock 
and Levick, who assumed respectively she 
roles of Bernard and Jean, and it is hardly nebes- 
sary to say that they did themselves and the 
play equal justice. Miss Isabelle Morris as 
Edmonde was satisfactory, although sometimes 
lacking force in scenes where it was most 
needed..

OBITUARY. 


Judge James Hun war of Kansas, an 
Eminent Auti-Siavery Man. 

At Lane, Franklin County, Kansas, May 7, the 
Hon. James Hanway died, aged 67. Judge Han- 
way was one of the very earliest of the pioneers 
who went to Kansas for the purpose of helping 
to save the imperiled Territory to freedom, anda 
settled on Pottawatomie Creek, iu, the same 
neighborbood wh Old John Brown” and his 
sons, with whom he was perhaps more inti- 
mately acquainted than is any man now living. 

Capt. Brown was a frequent and weicome 
guest at the house of Judge Hanway in the 
days that tried men’s souls,” and as late as No- 
vember last the Judge pointed out to the writer 
an old log-heuse whicke Brown bad occupied 
with the seveuteen slaves be bad taken from 
their masters in Missouri, and wrth whom he 
was then ono the way to Canada au freedom, 
where they all safely arrived atter much tribu- 
lation. That log~nouse was on Judge Hanway’s 
farm, standing in a secluded spot, and the pres- 
ence of the rescued colored men was unknown 
to the neighbors. This house was in the im- 
mediate neighborbood of the spot where the five 
pro-siavery men were killed in May, 1838, 
and Judge Hanway pointed out to THE TRIBUNE 
writer the last survivor of the men who were 
active 1 — . in that fearful trageay. 
Juage Hanway's roof was probably the last in 
Kansas that sheltered old John Brown. And 
Judge Hanway himself bad a spirit as unfiinch- 
ing and devoted as that of the old martyr 
hose soul goes marobing on!” 

He was an Abolitionist in the broadest and 
truest sense of the word, and to but few men 
living coutd the node and eloquent tribute of 
Col. Ingersoll on Deeoration-Day be so fittingly 
applied. He was a stockholder and conductor 
orthe Underground Railroad“ while ifVing in 
Ohio, Soil 
Convention which met 
nominated John P. Hale for 
dency, and of the convention at Columbus 
that organized the Republican party, of which 
he continued a devoted member till denth. He 
was also a pioneer in the temperance cause, and 
the tirst man in his county to break through the 
established custom of treating at house-raisings 
and log-roliugs. He remained an earnest 
devotee of the temperamce cause to the last, 
but became fully conyineed that the prohkivi- 
mon amendment of Kansas was a mistake in 
theory and an utter failure in practice. The 
reasons for this opinion he gave in an able letter 
to The Caicaco Trrevne in February last. 
no man acquainted with bim would question 
for a moment bis entire sincerity and candor. 
He was a constant contributor to the newspaper 
press, and few men in Kansas have. written 
more interestingly of the early history of that 
State, or were more widely known and honored, 
as the notices of his death ju the Kansas ne 
popes bear ampié tesmony.

AID FOR THE BLIND. 

Dr. Moon, the English philanthropist for the 
blind, is at present in this city. He lost bis sight 
in early lite, and has devoted himself during 
forty-twe years to the amelioraucn of the con- 
dition of his fellow-sufferers. He has invented 
a method of embossed reading, simple and easily 
acquired, and bas adapted it to 250 languages 
and dialects. Readers upon this system may 
now be found in most of the principal civilized 
countries of the world. 

The British and foreign Bible Society have 
largely circulated the Holy Scriptures in this 
type through their vari auxiliaries. Home 
teaching societies have been formed in Great 
Britain and other countries for the purpose of 
sending teachers the homes of the blind to 
teach them to and supply them with 
books from free Hudmg libraries established 
for their use. A iety bas been formed in 
Philadeiphia to carry out this object through the 
coéperation of the Bible Society tbere, and a 
trial of the reading bas also been made at the 
Institution for the Blind, and in eight days 114 
of the inwates, thirty of whom were adults, were 
able to read Dr. Moon's books. 

Dr. Moon is anxious that the blind of Chicago 
should participate in the great berefit this svs- 
tem affords, and for the promotion of this ob- 
ject he is making a short stay in Cue .

Then, with the 
jagged remuant of the bottle, Smith began hack- 
ing away at the face and neck of the other man, 
who bad been dazed by the blow already received 
on the head. Before the bystanders couid—or 
did—interfere, Seymour’s neck bad been fright- 
fully gashed by the sharp edges of the broken 
bottle. Dr. Cook, who dressed the wounds, was 
obh to take severa stitohee to viose the lacer- 
ated parts. The wounds bied protusely and 
threatened death from bemorrbage and weak- 
ness until the arrival of the phyrsician. Smith, 
who was somewhat unde the ‘nfluence of liquor, 
was arrested and locked up ai the armory.

WEST SIDE PARKS. 
A PURELY ROUTIBE MEETING OF THE cou 
MISSION ERS. 

The West Side Park Board met yesterday aft- 
ernoon. A communication was received from 
the Attorney stating that his views had not 
changed regarding the Pres@jpat’s salary. The 
only way to bave it judiciaily determined was to 
make up a Case and go to the courts. He hoped 


to get the Southwestern boulevard case disposed 
ot at the June term of the County Court. 

Commissioner Carter moved that the Presi- 
dent's salary be fixed at $3,000 a year. 

Commissioner McCrea said the President, who 
was the General Superintendent of the parks, 
ought to getasalary. Mean minds thougut be- 
cause the Commissioners got uo pay they were 
stealing all the time. 

Presideat Woodard thought that there was no 
authority in law for doing what was proposed, 
and it was folly to go to the courts, as the board 
would be beaten.

A proposition was received from Pleasant 
Amick offering ö per cent of the gross sales for 
the exclusive privilege of taking water from the 
artesiau wells for traflic purposes. 

Some talk followed as to the systematizing the 
taking of water, and the proposal was referred 
to the Park Committee. 

The Treasurer reported as foliows for May:

The report of the Finance Committee showed 
the folowing among other expenditures for 
May: Douglas Park, $2,729; Garfield Park. $2,435;

The President called up the matter of putting 
in a sewer on Wasbington boulevard, between 
Rockwell street and the park. The cost would 
be $12,000 fora smile sewer and $16,000 for a 
doubie one, and the trouble ie that the assess- 
ment which bas been paid wasn't large enough 
for roadway, sidewaiks, and sewers. me taik 
took place about advancing the money, but there 
was Opposition to taking it from the park fund. 
The matter was finaily referred to the Finance 
Committee, who will report at the next meeting. 

Com missioner Lawrence inquired as to the au- 
thority of the board to suppress saloons on the 
boulevard and in the vicinity of the parks, and 
was told chat nothing could be done uuless there 
was additional legisiation.

THE CABLE TRAGEDY. 


INQUEST ON JOHN HEAVEY, KILLED SATUR- 
DAY NIGHT-—THE CONDUCTOR CENSURED. 
An inquest was held yesterday afternoon by 

Coroner Matson at 438 Twenty-sixth street on 

the body of Patrick H. Heavey, killed by the 

cabie cars Saturday midnight. Deputy-Coroner 

Varges Summoneda jury of business-men in the 

immediate vicinity, with one exception, and he 

was a Herald reporter. The reporter was made 
foreman of the jury. After looking at the body 
of the deceased, corner of Butler and Twenty- 

seventh streets, the testimony was heard in a 

neighboring saloon. 

Patrick Heavey, the father of the deceased, 
testified as to the age, occupation, etc., of bis 
son, but kues nothing as to the cause of his 
death. Before retiring be objected to any rail- 
road-men being on the jury. Answers were 
given by all that they had uo connection with 
railroads, and he was satistied. 

The first witness was Jobn Wise, a lad of about 
20, residing at 369 Pifth avenue, who was with 
deceased before and at the time of the accident. 
He and Heavey met at half-past 9 Saturday 
evening at the corner of Fiftm avenue and 
Charles place. Ihey each drank a glass of beer, 
and then visited a saloon on State street and 
took another. Went into Lomax’s saloon on 
State street, but drank nothing there. Heavey 
wanted to take a man named Cunningbam nome 
with him as they had some trouble duriug the 
evening and Heavey wanted to fix it up. So 
far as the witness knew Hetvey ouly drank 
three giasses of beer that evening. About 12 
ociock the dectased said he, was going 
dome, and ov the east side of State near 
Harmon court saw a car coming: along, 
and Heavey held up his hand and whis- 
tied for it to stop, and then ran after the car. 
He caught up with the second car, and grabbed 
the irous wits bis bands to get on the step, He 
lost his hold with his right band, and swung 
round so that he fell under the next car, and 
both wheels passed over him. The witness cned 
out: “Hold on there; you've killed a man.“ 
When ue cars were stopped the man was dead. 
Heavey was not intoxicuted when

Mr. A. 8. Trude, counsel for the company. 
cross-examined the witness as to What amount 
of beer Heavey drank, but the witness stuck to 
his original statement—‘three beers.” The 
witness said the cars were evidently crowded, } 
and going at the usual rate of speed. 

Edward Young testified that be was on the 
rear platform of the State street car, and heard 
aman whistie, and saw him motion to stop the 
car. He saw the mo attempt to eet on, and saw 
him fall between the cars. There was a man on 
the lower step with his back to the side on which 
the deceased tried to get on. The witness did 
not know whether there wasa chain across the 
platform or not. 

Louis Lefebra said he saw the accident. He 
was onthe sidewalk, and beard the man whis- 
tiing, and saw bim run for the cars and fall be- 
tween them. The cars were stopped about ten 
feet trom where the man was killed. 

William 8. Crouch testified that he was on the 
rear platform of the State street car, and saw 
the man try to get on. The conductor was on 
the platform at the time. 

Thomas H. Rorsman, driver of the grip-car at 
the time of the accident, said he heard no signal 
to stop after leaving Taylor street, and did not 
see the deceased until the accident happened. 

The conductor of the grip-car, George Jef- 
frey, testified that he heard no whistie or signal 
to stop. His car was crowded, and there was no 
room save on the ste 

Curtis HK. Story, conductor of the State street 
car on which Heavey attempted to get, testitied 
that be beard no signal to stop. At the time of 
the accident he was collecting fares, and knew 
nothing of what had occurred until the passen- 
gers on Se — told him about it. e car 
was crowded, and there was no room for any 
more. He wouid have stopped the car if he bad 
seen the man. 

Ceorge Lomax testified that be saw Heavey 
about half - past 9 Saturday evening, and Heavey 
was perfectly sober then. 

There were other witnesses, but their testi- 
mony was the same as that given above. 

The jury then retired, and after av absence of 
about fitteen minutes returned a verdict that 
the deceased cawe to his death by being run 
over by Cottage Grove car No. 298, attached to 
grip-car 522, and that the conductors were not 
sufficiently vigilant or they would Have heard 
the signals of the deceased, and by stopping the 
Cars prevented the accident.

Stocks Opened 
Became Weak, 
Sick. 


Report that Gould Will Go to 
Europe the Ostensible Cause 
of Selling. 


The Produce Markets Quiet, and Aver- 
aged Lower—Provisions Dull 
and Weak. 


Grain Easier, Owing to Fine Weather and Im- 


proving Crop Prospects—The Demand 
but Small. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened steady, but soon grew weak. 
The bears were reported to be selling every- 
thing on the ground that Gould was about to go 
to Europe. Why Gould’s departure should be an 
argument for lower prices does not clearly ap- 
pear. Vanderbilt has come back; that ought to 
be some comfort so somebody, though for whom 
it is not so easytotell. If Gould intended to sell 
out bis stocks before he left for the other side, the 
street would not hear of his proposed departure 
till after his Stock Exchange manéuvres were 
completed and the resulting receipts transferred 
to his bank account. Gould supposititious trip 
to Europe was only an excuse for an ex- 
planation of yesterday's movement. The mar- 
ket bas as yet no unmistakabie bent downward 
or upward. Pending the settiement of’ the crop 
prospects it hesitates, but the balance leans a 
little towards a decline. But the great bears, 
according to the best testimony, have not yet 
made up their minds ‘that it is safe 
to sell. Stocks have had a great 
shrinkage. They are consequentiy waiting fora 
sign. If any disaster should some upon the 
crops, or should oceur in connection with the 
labor troubles, or if the monetary conditions of 
ease should be changed into stringency, Cam- 
mack, Keene, Smith, and their following would 
be heavy operators fora decline. But at pres- 
ent, aceording to the best information, the 
short interest bas not lately been greatly m- 


At the close the market was very weak. Money 
was 2@3 per cent. 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy stock is to be 
increased 10 per cent. Circulars have just been 
issued to stockholders, informing them of the 
privilege of subscribing for new stock at par to 
the amount of 10 per cent of their boidings on 
June d This new stock is to be issued, the 
circular states, to pay for 184 miles of existing 
road, of which che Burlington hag obtained 
“control and substantial ownership,” and for 
cighty-four miles of new road. The rights to 
subscribe expire July 31, and the subscriptions 
must be paid before Nov. 18, 1882. 

Oregon & Transcontinental bonds will be issued 
at the rate of $20,000 per mile, and will be sold 
at 90. 

No new buyers come in at the decline, a lead- 
ing broker says. The market is active appar- 
ently only when it is going off. 

Some close observers of the market expressed 
the opinion that it was oversold by the room 
traders, and that if it declined further this morn- 
ing it would be a good purchase for a rally. 

Railroad men are not buyers of stocks at this 
time. 

The bears who ascribed the decline to the pos- 
sibility of Gould’s departure for Europe would 
bave done better to change their spelling, and 
attribute it to the departure of Gold. Specie to 
the amount of $796,000 was shipped yesterday 
and $2,000,000 goes tomorrow. 

Manitoba advanved in the face of a declining 
market. Its earnings for the fourth week of 
May show a gain of $196,000. 

Windsor gossip asserts that the agents of ali 
the anthracite trade in New York City are firm 
in their assertions that the general demand for 
coal has improved very much of late, and the 
Lehigh, Lackawanna & Reading Company's coal 
of certain sizes is sold up to such an extent that 
they cannot be delivered. The stock brokers re- 
port that the bear element in the market has in- 
creased in volume considerably of late, and 
some thought they had discovered Jay Gould's 
hand in Saturday's sales of Louisville, Denver & 
Rio Grande and Jersey Central, and his friends 
admitted that be was bearish on all the coal 
stocks. However this may be, he is believed to 
have bought the Southwesterns at the same 
time. 

Sage thinks it is a very good market to let 
alone, and says it will betime enough to buy 
when the crops are further along. The bear 
party. nevertheless, is said to be very numerous 


and powerful, and there were a good many 


points given out of a proposed sharp attack 
early this week on the Lake Shore and New 
York Central. A heavy decrease in the freigb: 
business of the Central Road and probably re- 
duced dividends on both stocks were the bear 
rumors. Keene talks bearish on the whole mar- 
ket, and the brokers say that he, Newcomb, and 
Greene sold Louisville & Nashville heavily on 
Saturday. The reai-estate dealers report that, 
notwithstanding the easy money, the de- 
pression in tho Stock Exchange, has caused a 
marked reaction in the price of real estate. 

Gould attacked Louisville & Nashville in sev- 
eral places in the World of Saturday. The World 
asserted that Commissioner Fink had de- 
ehaed the Presidency of the road because he 
was convinced the property could not be re- 
deemed from the effects of recent mismanage- 
ment. It is now officially denied that Fink's 
declining the Pregidency of the road was in con- 
sequence of an investigation into its condition.

Roch- 
ester & Pittsburg, Jan. 1 to May 31, 1882, $109,373;

an interview with another “member of the 
Board of Trade —one who has been farmer and 
grain-shipper from the country for many years, 
as well as a dealer on ‘Change, and knows where- 
of he affirms: “Bight tenths ot the ground in the 
corn-growing States was planted by tue lst of 
June in that year. This statement in- 
cludes IIlinois, Towa, Nebraska, Indiana, 
Kansas, Ohio, and Missouri. It is now 
the Sth of June, and I will venture 
to assert that all of that area which 18 
north of the latitude of Springfield, III., hot one- 
eighth of the corn is up above ground, and seri- 
ous apprehensions are entertained that it is 
rotting instead of growing. We dave had thus 
far one of the coidest springs, with cold rains, 
and corn cannot grow in such weather. I own 
four elevators in the corn belt, and they are run 
entirely under my direction. On the Ist of June

They reported only one car-load in 
each elevator, which indicates, that 


we are now wholly dependent upon farmers’ de- 
liveries for our supplies. Since then we bave 
had cold rains each day, some days very heavy, 
and it still continues. We need both rain and 
sun to make acorn crop. in 1851 we were 
burned out, and it seems as if we are to be 
drowned out this year. We have had na such 
season as this since 1869, when it rained every 
other day in May and June, and we had not a 
quarter of a crop, the result being 980 for corn 
before July 1. There is more reason for high 
prices now than then, as we have not @Burplus 
to fall back upon this year, while the demand 
for consumption now is much greater.”

A Fall Discussion of the Firebug Ordl- 
nance—Itiis BRecommitied by a Vote 
of 22 to 12. 

The Council neld a regular Weekly meeting 
last evening, Mayor Harrison in the chair, and 
all the Aldermen present except Hildreth and 
Hirsch. 

* A communication was received from the City 

Clerk notifying the Council of the acceptance of 

their ordinance by the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel, 

& Light Company, and the filing of their bond 

for $500,000. It was placed on file. 

Aid. Cullerton introduced an amendment to 
the cable-road ordinance providing that each 
car other than the grappling-cars shall be in 
charge of not less than two competent persons, 
one of whom shall act as conductor and the 
other shall attend to and have charge of the 
brakes upon such cars.” 

He believed it to be the duty of the Council to 
do all it could to protect the life and property of 


‘ the citizens. 


The document was referred to the Committee 
on Kailroada. 

Aid. Cullerton handed in a resolution, which 
was passed, asking the Superintendent of the 
fire-alarm teiegraph by what authority wires 
were strung across the streets and alleys. 


THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 


Ald. Wickersbam submitted an order author- 
izing the Mayor and Controlier to lease to the 
Baltimore & Onio Railroad, for temporary pur- 
poses only.“ the space on the Lake-Frout be- 
tween their tracks and the armory building. 

Ald. Cullerton moved to reter to the Commit- 
tee on Railroads. The Baltimore & Ohio Cum- 
pany had been Occupying city property for 
years and the city didn't geta cent from them, 
they paying rent to the Exposition people. 

Ald. Shorey thought it was about time to take 
steps to determine the rights of the city to the 


The order was sent to the Committee on 
Wharves and Public Ground. 

Ald. Sborey moved to instruct the committee 
to get the opinion of the Corporation Counsel as 
to the legal status of the land. 

Ald. Cullerton was opposed to this because he 
considered it a “new dodge” of the raiiroad 
people to find out what the city’s rights were in 
the premises. 

The motion was agreed to. 


THE BUILDING ORDINANCE. 


The special order was then taken up. It was 
the amendment to the building ordinance pro- 
viding that “ one-story frame cottages may have 
their main sill raised nine feet above the 
ground for the purpose of constructing a wood- 
en basement underveath, said basement to be 
inclosed with a brick veneering not less than 
four inches in thickness.” 

Ald. Purcell moved to concur. 

The Mryor said the amendment would allow a 
wooden basement to be veneered, but would not 
permit the construction of a brick basemen}. 

Ald. Cullerton moved to amend by striking 
out the words nine feet above the ground” and 
the brick-veneering clause, and inserting the 
words sik feet above the gerade.” This 
amendment, he said, would admit of the raising 
of cottages and putting em wooden basements, 
which he thought the people wanted. 

Aid. Wickersham was opposed to the 
ordinance, and also the amendment 
proposed. He did not think the 
Council could afford to meddle with the ex- 
isting firc ordinance, and, furtherwore, that 
anything in the shapeof amendments to it would 
be dangerous to the best interests of the city. 
During his remarks he presented the recent ac- 
tion of the Board of Underwriters on the subject, 
and also the protest of prominent citizens 
aguinsat the passage of the ordinance, which has 
already been published, and closed by moving 
that the ordinance and ali matters pertaining 
thereto be recommitted to the Committee on 
Fire and Water. 

Aid. Barrett was in favor of the ordinance, 
and wanted to see it passed. His people were 
anxious for the passage of the ordinance, and he 
would vote for it. 

Ald. Lawler believed in taking a vote and set- 
thug the u atter one way or the other, since poor 
people thought the introduction of an ordinance 
allowed them to put up frame houses and they 
did it. There wae no more danger in frame cot- 
tages than in lumber-yards, and be was in favor 
of covering the unoccupigd property with them. 
He denied that wooden Duildings burned Chica- 
go in 1871. 

Aid. Purcell didn’t see why any one should ob- 
ject to the amendment, since the fire risks 
wouldn't be increased by raising the buildings. 

ere were no small bouses to rent and the 
wo-kingmen wanted homes. The cottages would 
accommodate them, and it was nonsense to say 
that the amendment would endanger the city. 

ALD. WHITE WAS OPPOSED 

to the ordinance. It wouldn't help the 

man. He pitched into Lawler, and saidif the 
people of his ward“ could turn bis heart ivside 
out they would see that be was throwing dust 
in their eyes—that he was a demagog, and full 
of duncombe speeches—and would send a man 
to honestiy represent them. Frame buildings 
cost more than brick in the longrun. The or- 
dinance was not in the interests of the people or 
of the city. 

Ald. Sweeney said his constituents were in 
favor of the amendment, and wanted it passed, 

Ald. Culerton didn’t think the fire risk would 
be increased. Thetalk of the insurance men 
was a mere blut.“ They wouldn't withdraw 
or raise their rates. Chicago was today the best 
field in the country for them. 

Ald. Phelps observed that it was evident that 
the poor man’s friend” was out, and went on 
to say that he knew some of the poor men” in 
whose interest the pending ordinance bad been 
framed were mouey-ienders. The passage of 
the ordinance, he believed, would advance the 
rate of insurance at least 25 per cent, and would 
be regarded as a general calamity by the peopie 
at large.

He did not believe that any class 
of the community desired the passage of the 
ordinance, and in opposing it thought he repre- 
sented the honest sentiment of a majority of the 
people.

be was the poor man’s friend, but he would vote 
against the amendment because there was 
danger in it. Chicago bad given proof of this on 
several vccasions since 1871. The people should 
obey the Bible injunction, and build their bouses 
on rocks and not on sand.

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TRADE TALES. 


A Pretty General Agreement that the 
Recent Spell of Rain Has Not Inflicted 
tfrepafabic Damages. 

Many people imagined that the recent rains, 
which were pretty general in the Mississippi 
Valley, would have a depressing effect upon the 
business of Chicago, but, while the bad weather 
is cutting down sales now to some extent, the 
spring trade in the leading lines was practically 
over before the country was tlooded, and dealers 
are satisfied with what they have done. A 
Trt1BCNeE reporter interviewed the largest Oirms 
yesterday, and appended is the informatiun he 
obtained: 


DRY GOODS. 8 

The early spring trade was ve good, bu 
sales at present are com paranvery ht, though 
a good many orders are coming In. CU is 
the only city in the country which bas main- 
tained its volume of trade—a fact due to its 
situation in the centre of the richest section in 
the United States. Trade is concentrating bere 
more and more every Lm; Eastern bouses are 
able to sell goods to West only by keeping 
drummers on the road. The spring trade was 
very satisfactory, but the fail trade will not be 
as good as usual, uniess the weather changes. 

GROCERIES. 

The wet weather has been “rather depress- 
ing upon sales in this line, but still trade is 
better than last year. More goods, however, 
would have been sold if it had not been for 
rain. and a “handsome business done. Col- 


* lections are fair now, and purchases not very 


heavy. In many sections retailers carried over 
pretty large stocks on account of the open 
wyter, and no orders are being received from 
them. Since the ist of January trade has been 
better than during the first five months of last 
year, and the outiook is very promising for 
the remainder of 1882. 


CLOTHING. 


On account of the immense territory which 
Chicago supplies its trade is not affected very 
much if one or two sections buy no goods. The 
early spring trade was iarge, but business is 
rather light now, as it usually is at this time of 
the year. Very few buyers are in town, but 
some orders are receive The drummers have 
mostly come home, and are preparing to start 
out for fall trade. Country dealers are pretty 
well stocked with spring and summer 8, and 
they will be affected more by the rain than tbe 
wholesale houses, which did more business this 
spring than ever before. Several days of good 
weather would enable them to get rid of more 
summer goods, 

, MILLINERY. 

Business is fair, the weather not having af- 
fected it so far, but dealers will feei the effect 
after awhile, as retailers bave not been gelling 
many summer goods. Orders from the country, 
bowever, are very good. A week or twoof sun- 
shine would revive the trade, which is “very 
elastic.“ * 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Appointment of a Committee to Inves- 
tigate Mellbeck’s Charges—Interesting 
Statistics from the Annual Report. 
An adjourned meeting of the Public Library 

Board was held yesterday afternoon at the 

library. There were present Messrs. Callagban, 

Kadlec. Rubens, Hynes, and Dr. Walker, and 

Librarian Poole. Dr. Waiker presided. 

As soon as the mingtesof the last meeting 
had been disposed of Mr. Kadlec arose and said 
he should like to make a persoval explanation. 
During the past week a certain paper called the 
Chicago Press had contained an article reflecting 
upon the honesty of the Bohemian member of 
the board,” and as he was the only Bohemian 
member he must be the one referred to. He did 
not besitate to pronounce the charges 
entirely unfounded, and desired to make 
the explanation to vindicate himself before 
the board. In 1877 he had been connected 
with a Bohemian literary association in this 
city, and was very much interested in Bohemian 
literature. One Meilbeck, a Bobemian and an 
employé of the library, had represented to him 
that Librariar Poole would allow no Bobemian 
books op the library shelves. He believed this 
until he became a member of the board in 1880, 
when Mr. Poole had asked bim where he could 

urebase Bohemian books. At the time his 

wotber-in-law bad been the only Bohemian 
book-dealer in the country, and ne had referred 

Mr. Poole to him. He had contracted to get Bo- 

hemian books from Prague for the library at 10 

per cent commission, and Mr. Kadlec said he 

bad questioned friends of bis own „ 
to what books they wanted in order to assist Mr. 

Poole in making out a good list, 
in due time the books had been ordered and 

received, and Meilbeck had circulated the story 

that the majority of them were indecent, in the 
face of the fact that the Librarian had told him 
to say nothing about them because he intended 
to weed out the improper books. Mr. Kadiec 
said he bad received a letter from Meilbeck in 
which he said that Mr. Poole disliked him, and 
had tried to induce bim to dislike the Librarian. 

Ashort time ago he bad received another 
letter from Meilbeck in which he,stated that he 
wanted his salary increased to $1,000 per annum. 
He was getting $750, and the Administration 
Committee and Mr. Poole had said be was worth 
no more. Consequently he bad refused to aid 
bim in getting the increase. Since then he had 
been saying on the outside that he would not 
work for the libragy unless hissalary was raised. 
THERE WERE CHARGES AGAINST MEILBECK 
in the Librarian’s office at present, and Mr. Poole 
also had charges to prefer against him. Mr. Kadlec 
then read translations of the letters received 
trom the Prague book-dealer, in which the con- 
tract for 10 per cent commission to bis brother- 
in-law was spoken of, showing that there could 
be no steal as charged. He was convinced that 
Meiibeck had lied if be made the charges, and 
he wanted a thorough investigation, as did his 
brother-in-law. 

Mr. Rubens said he had seen the charges re- 
ferred to in the public prints against Mr. Poole, 
Mr. Kadiec, and other members of the board, 
and it had been stated that Mr. Poole was in 

veril for having made a fraudulent purchase of 
tjobemian books. These charges had a 
originally in an obseure evening sheet, and had 
been copied by the respectable papers, which had 
justly denounced the charges as false. The let- 
ters read by Mr. Kadlec showing that the book- 
dealer had received but 19 per cent commission, 
a very tow rate, showed that the charges were 
groundiess. This was a serious matter, as it 
was the first thing that had ever been said 
against the Library Board by any newspaper, 
and he moved the appointment of an investigat- 
ing committee of three for a double purpose—to 
investigate the charges and to see if any of the 
employés of the Library had circulatea dam- 
aging reports, 80 as to place the responsibility in 
the right place. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and the 
Chair appointed as such committee Messrs. 
Hynes, Allen, and Loewenthbal. 

Mr. Callaghan said he had been embraced in 
the charges, together with Dr. Schmidt. He de- 
sired to say that the charges were utteriy false 
as far as he was concerned. As to Dr. Schmidt, 
he was not a member of the board when the 
purchases were made. 

Mr. Rubén said that the Administration Com- 
mittee had asked Mr. Meilbaeck about the 
charges, and he bad stated io a spirited manner 
that he would make no statements except toa 
proper committee. 

A commupnication was read from the Bohe- 
miun Literary Society, in which it was stated 
that one John Olwarius, in a letter to a Behe- 
mian paper, had stated that the board had paid 
more forthe Bohemian books than they were 
worth, and asked that an investigation be made 
in justice to the Bobemian member of the board. 
The communication was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Investigation. 

Mr. Cailaghan reported for the Library Com- 
mittee. Hills to the amount of $238.82 were or- 
dered paid. A small list of twelve volumes of 
current American works had been purchased 
for $15, and the board concurred in the action. 
The special book fund, which was kept on hand 
for the purchase of auction books, etc., was re- 
ported exhausted, and the board voted to place 
$500 to the credit of this fund in the hands of 
the Secretary. The annual report of the Libra- 
ry Committee was received and placed on file.
